State officials, and employes at the 
capitol comp.ain that they are lone 
some.

HISTORY OF WHIST 


A Fascinating Game Which is 


Very Popular in Rush- 


ville. 


While Rushville has tiiauv enthusi­ 
astic whist players, and a few who 
may be called export players, yet per­ 
haps very few of them know the ori­ 
gin of the fascinating game. 
Whist was first called triumph, a 
name which was afterward corrupted 
into trump. 
The eighteenth century 
saw whist in its primitive form, the 
whole object of the game being to win 
tricks by leading high cards or by 
triumph. 
Then 
came 
the era 
of 
Hoyle, which may be said to have 
lasted from 1780 to 1860 and taught 
players to think not only of their 
own hands, bat of other liands also, 
and to take advantage of the position 
of the cards in 
them. 
Hoyle also 
thanght that trumps might be more 
profitalby employ«! 
than in single 
trumping and showed that they might 
be used to disarm the adversary and 
to obtain secondary a d v a n ta g e in trick 
making by other suits of less apparent 
power. 
It was not until 1860 that the 
philosophic'era eau be said to have 
begun and the reign 
of

new 
movement was a knot 
of men 
at 
Cambridge, England, known as the 
little whist games, but no one thought 
of making a data until 1861,

ence in the system of play was still 
wanting, and this was supplied 
in 
1864 with 
Dr, Pole’s essay on the 
theory of the modern scientific whist.

Th is question was p resented 
to th e electors of th e state in th e elec­ 
tion of 19 00, but failed to p ass because 
so many p ersons failed to vote eith er 
wav th at th e number of votes cast In 
favor of th e amendment was not a ma­ 
jority of th e votes cast for th e h ead of 
th e ticket at th at election. 
It is un­ 
derstood th at th e amendment failed 
not because of op p osition, but because 
of th e difficulty of getting voters to 
consider any th ing but ch oice of can­ 
didates at an election. 


Governor Hanly h as signed so far 
159 bills, eigh ty -six of wh ich are sen­ 
ate and seventy -th ree of wh ich are 
h ouse bills. He h as vetoed twenty -one 
bills, eigh t of wh ich originated in th e 
senate and th irteen in th e h ouse. 
He 
h as th erefore acted up on 180 bills all 
told, ninety -four of wh ich are senate 
and eigh ty -six h ouse bills. 
Nineteen 
bills are still in h is p ossession to be 
acted up on with in five day s following 
th e adjournment of th e legislature. 
Th irteen of th ese are senate bills and 
six h ouse bills. 
Th ese nineteen bills 
will eith er be signed, vetoed or de­ 
p osited with th e secretary of state 
with out eith er signature or veto, in 
wh ich event th ey will become laws as 
if th ey h ad been signed. 
Th is will 
make a total of 19 9 bills acted on, 107 
of wh ich are senate and ninety two 
h ouse bills.

New Yo rk. March 8.—W ith o ne co l­ 
lisio n in which tw enty -nine perso ns 
were injured and no ne killed, New 
Yo rk passed thro ugh the first day o f 
the general strike o n its rapid transit 
sy stem . 
Bey o nd this accident and 
so me m ino r casualties due to the ab­ 
no rm al co nditio ns, the sum to tal o f the 
day was anno y ance and vexatio n to a 
millio n o r mo re peo ple usually depen­ 
dent upo n the interbo ro ugh’s lines fo r 
transpo rtatio n to and fro m their busi­ 
ness. 
So far there has been little 
diso rder. 
Spo radic 
enco unters 
be­ 
tw een individuals, so me bad language 
and the actio n o f a few ho o dlums in 
thro w ing m issi .'s at passing elevated 
train s teds this phase o f the strike. 
The anno y ance to the m ultitude was 
increased by a w et sno w which began 
falling late y esterday afterno o n. 
Ser­ 
vice o n the elevated ro ads and sub­ 
way . while no t tied up. was crippled, 
and badly crippled at that. 
T rains 
were run o n irregular schedules in the 
undergro und beginning with the early 
m o rning, but the elevated lines did no t 
fare so well. 
On the east side prac­ 
tically no attem pt was made to insti­ 
tute a service, while the Sixth and 
Ninth Avenue lines, which serve the 
west side, were run in a fashio n who lly 
Inadequate. 
In fact, the elevated sy stem o f the 
interbo ro ugh lines was pretty well par­ 
aly zed. 
The co m pany seemed to co n­ 
cen trate o n an effo rt to m aintain ser­ 
vice in the subway , and in this it was 
partly successful. 
S trike B reaker F ar­ 
ley and his crew o f 70b o r 800 men 
were thro w n into the tunnel; o fficials 
o f the co m pany gave this sy stem their 
perso nal attentio n and an eno rm o us 
num ber o f po licemen were detailed to 
the trains and statio ns. 
The attem pt 
to run express trains w'as abando ned 
early in the day . Every available man 
was put o n the lo cals and a fairly go o d 
schedule was m aintained during the 
evening rush ho urs until the accident 
a t 
Tw enty -third 
street 
to o k 
place. 
This upset things, but after strenuo us 
effo rts they were straightened o ut and 
a service was resum ed o n a headway 
o f fro m five to seven m inutes. 
The accident I t Tw enty -third street 
was in the nature o f a rear-end co l­ 
lisio n, due, it is said, to the inexperi­ 
ence o f the men o . the trains. 
Two 
cars had sm ashed in. there was a 
panic am o ng sco res o f passengers, and 
o f the injured fifteen were so severely 
hurt that they had to be sent to the 
ho spitals. 
Traffic was delay ed fo r 
o ver two ho urs fro m 5 o ’clo ck until 
after 7. 
General M anager Ftedley savs the 
co mpany is prepared to m aintain and 
Impro ve the service o n « 11 its lines.
